S.R.O. 256.—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in 
supersession of the Defence Civilians in Lower For¬ 
mations (Telephone Supervisors, Switch Board Super¬

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules 
may be called the Indian Air Force Group ‘C’ (Tele¬ 
phone Supervisor, Telephone Operator Grade I and 
Telephone Operator Grade IT) Recruitment Rules, 
1988. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application.—These rules shall apply in the 
posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed 
to these rules.

3. Number ot posts, classification and scale of 
pay.—The number of the said posts, their classifi¬ 
cation and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be 
as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other 
qualifications etc.-—-The method of recruitment, age 
limit, qualifications and other matters relating to The 
said posts, shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 
of the said Schedule. 

5. Disqualification.—No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a mar¬ 
riage with a person having a spouse living, 
or 

(b) who, having a spouse living has entered 
into or contracted a marriage with any 
person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts ■ 

Provided that the Central Government may, if 
satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the other 
party to dhe marriage and that there arc other 
grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the 
operation of this rule.
